“Every Friday from the end 
of April to the end of August, 
the FOX25 Morning News 
broadcasts from a different 
community,” said Caira, 
reading from a memorandum 
on the topic. 

Residents will come out in 
force to greet FOX25 news 
personalities including morn- 
ing anchors Kim Carrigan, 


Gene Lavanchy, SKYFOX 
reporter Doug Meehan, and 
commentator VB Goudie. The 
news team will broadcast 
from the Town Common from 
6:00 a.m. to 9:00 a.m. and will 
feature various aspects of the 
community, from favorite 
restaurants to town trivia and 
more. 

Caira said that station pro- 
ducers will determine who 
will participate in the live 
broadcast though those wish- 
ing to view the program live 
are welcome on the “side- 
lines.” The crew will roll into 
town and begin setting up on 
the Common from 3:00 to 3:30 
a.m. Following the pro- 
gram’s conclusion at 9:00 
a.m. the crew will immediate- 
ly pack up and vacate the 
area.

Town Pound rebuilding effort 


WILMINGTON ,- With the 
historic Town Pound reduced 
to little more than a pile of 
rocks, a fledgling fundraising 
effort begins to find the 
money needed to resurrect 
the historic structure in its 
new location next to the Olde 
Burying Ground. 

The town animal pound, 
built in 1814, was a 15’ by 18’ 
heavy fieldstone enclosure 
used to secure unattended 
livestock in the town center 
until owners could retrieve 
their cows, horses, pigs, and 
so-forth. Though sold back 
into private ownership in 1911, 
the town pound was cited sev- 
eral times in the National 
Register of Historic Places as 
a contributing structure in 


Wilmington’s Centre Village - 


Historic District. Town 
Pounds were commonly used 
in New England from the mid 
1600s to the late 1800s. 

The current owners of the 9 
Glen Road property disman- 
tled the pound in April with- 
out warning to the town. 
According to the homeown- 
ers, the structure was unsta- 
ble and posed safety as well 
as aesthetic concerns. 

“We offered to landscape, to 
shore it up, get a tax abate- 
ment, to keep it standing 
where its been for almost 200 


years,” said Carolyn Harris, 
Chairperson of the 
Wilmington Historical 


Commission, and a 24-year 
veteran of that organization.

condition in which a person's 
weight is twenty percent or 
higher than what should be 
considered as "normal" 
according to a standard 
height/weight chart. 

The numbers are astound- 
ing, however, not as surpris- 
ing as you might think. Go to 
the supermarket and look 
around in neighboring carts - 
or your own. Often you will 
see soda, white bread, crack- 
ers, chips and a plethora of 
refined, over-processed foods 
with little to no nutritional 
value. 

We live in an age where we 
have television channels that 
run to infinity and the video 
game runs supreme. By 
golly, we have “so” become 
one with our televisions that 
we now rely on video games 
to teach us how to move our 
behinds five inches away 
from the couch to exercise. 

And fashion is even getting 
involved. Our clothes are 
accommodating to our grow- 
ing frames. A woman’s size 
six, which once fit a twenty- 
five inch waist (size six) 
twenty years ago now fits a 
twenty-seven inch waist. 
There goes the audacity of 


hope. 

Have we relegated junk to 
only Milky Ways and Burger 
King? Has it become so com- 
mon-place that we have slow- 
ly spun downward into the

deception of mass marketing 
that a daily snack of crackers 
and/or soda is no longer bad? 
Poor diet and a lack of 
activity are the seeds of obe- 
sity. It is a portal to many of 
the following diseases and 
dysfunctions, both emotional 
and physical. 
* Obese people develop an 
inhibition to feeling “full.” 
Fat cells work like the gas 
gauge of a vehicle using a 
feedback loop. When our 
body has eaten what it bio- 


logically needs, our fat cells 


energy for the normal metab- 
olism of foods. After a peri- 
od without food leptin 
decreases and the loop begins 


anew. 

The fat cells in obese people 
continually create an abun- 
dance of leptin. Over time 
they develop an inhibition to 
the hormone so the brain no 
longer signals the body to 
stop eating. 

* Obese children are at risk 
for diseases that typically 
affect older adults. Sixty per- 
cent of overweight children 
have at least one risk factor 
for cardiovascular disease 


such as high cholesterol or, 


blood pressure. 

* Obesity has adverse 
affects on bones and joints. 
Bone size increases in pro- 
portion to the forces placed 
upon it. In an overweight 
child, developing bones take 
on more weight and, in 
response, will remodel and 
grow in order to buttress the 


ing growth plates and joints, 
making them more vulnera- 
ble to injury. 

* The emotional toll can be 
as daunting as the physical 
aspects and their affects can 
last a lifetime. Obese chil- 
dren suffer social discrimina- 
tion creating emotional stress 
and low self-esteem. 

Often this suffering extends 
beyond the social and into the 
academic sphere. Grades 
may suffer and social with- 
drawal often become the con- 
sequences. In other cases 
children often become the 
comedian among their peers 
~ in spite of themselves - to 


gain acceptance. 

Obesity creates a cycle that 
can often be difficult to over- 
come. But change is possible. 
Proper change, however, 
needs to be accomplished 
using good, old-fashioned 
principles in order to make a 
lifetime of better health. So 
what are some good first 
steps to make such changes? 

First and foremost, a posi- 
tive example must be set. 
Sixty-four percent of over- 
weight children are the prod- 
uct of overweight parents. By 
making exercise a family 
affair, you provide a number 
of benefits. Not only does 
everyone get exercise, but you 
spend more quality time 
together. In addition, family 
activities help to make the 
child not feel singled out in a 
family with healthier sib-

ssport. Each of the seventy- 
six participating parks pro- 
vide lockboxes that contain a 
unique stamp for each park 
that can be stamped onto the 
passport.

Most likely overweight chil- 
dren are lacking ar» adequate 
supply of vitamins and min- 
erals for optimal bodily fune- 
tions. Supplement with a 
good quality multi-vitamin 
that is free from dyes and 
additives such as sucralose or

NORTH READING - Pam 
Flynn, the owner of North 
Reading Boarding & 
Grooming located at 24 Main 
Street in North Reading, was 
the kid with all.the neighbor- 
hood dogs following her 
around every day.

BILLERICA - Shawsheen 
Valley Technical High School 
was one of six finalists in a 
contest sponsored by 
Middlesex District Attorney 
Gerry Leone. The ‘Teen 
Dating Violence Public 
Service Announcement con- 
test saw 35 PSAs submitted, 
the work of more than 200 
high school students through- 
out Massachusetts, 

The project, created in con- 
junction with Middlesex 
Partnerships for Youth, Inc 
and REACH Beyond 
Domestic Violence, was initi- 
ated in an effort to spark a 
positive dialogue and encour- 
age teens to speak out against 
teen dating _ violence. 
Launched in April, it asked 
high school students from 
throughout Middlesex County 
to create and produce their 
own PSAs on the issue. 

A panel of school personnel 
and domestic — violence 
experts helped choose the six 
finalists, which included 
videos from Shawsheen Tech, 
Assabet Valley Regional High 
School, Bedford High School, 
Everett High School and two 
PSAs from Somerville High 
School. 

The winning PSA will be 
selected by a vote of more 
than 800 high school students 
who will view the videos in 
health classes throughout 
Middlesex County. Students 
will view and discuss the 
PSAs in classes in communi- 
ties including = Woburn, 
Reading, Newton, Malden, 
Lowell, Dracut and 
Framingham. The winning 
PSA will be professionally 
edited by Conover Tuttle Pace 
(etpboston.com), a Boston 
Advertising and Public 
Relations Firm, and then be 
submitted to Boston television 
stations for airing.

House unanimously passes 
act to hold public utility 


companies accountable

The Joint Committee on 
Telecommunications, Utilities 
and Energy introduced this 
measure to require utility 
companies to file their emer- 
gency restoration plans and 
mutual aid agreements with

Harris said that the home- 
owners did allow the town to 
take the boulders that com- 
prise the wall, saying that at 
one point the homeowners 
planned to sell the rocks. 

Since taking down the wall, 
the rocks were moved next to 
the Scalekeeper’s Office, a 
structure originally located in 

“the vicinity of the Town 
Pound, but which was moved 
in the late 1980s to its present 
- location in a corner of the 
“Olde Burying Ground. 
Nearby is the Hearse Barn, 
previously used by the 
Congregational Church to 
house a hearse for funerals. 

Harris hopes to raise the 
money necessary to recon- 
struct the animal pound next 
to the scalekeeper’s office. 
The two structures stood in 
close proximity for over 170 
years, 

“It’s rebuilding that history, 
that’s the message I'd like to 
get out,” said Harris. “Our 
history has been willfully 
destroyed and we want to 
rebuild it. Now that it will be 
on town property it will stand 
forever. It will be safe. What 
was unique about our town 
pound was that it was on its 
original site for so long.” 

Moving the pound has 
impacted the historic value of 
the structure, but other towns 
have likewise moved pounds 
to new locations. In the new 
location, the pound still 
remains within the Centre 


Village Historic District. 
Town Manager Michael 
Caira estimates that recon- 
struction of the enclosure 
would cost between $5,000 and 
$10,000, though officials con- 


cial contributions of Terry 
McDermott and Adele 
Passmore to this project. 

McDermott, curator of the 
Wilmington Town Museum, 
negotiated on behalf of the 
Historical Commission to 
have the town acquire the 
rocks and have them moved. 

“She absolutely did a great 
job,” said Harris. 

Once the structure was 
secured for the town, 
Passmore, a member of the 
Friends of the Harnden 
Tavern and a volunteer with 
the Historical Commission, 
went down to the site while 
most of the stones were intact 
and numbered the rows and 
rocks with paint, document- 
ing the placement of the 
remaining stones. 

“Much had already been 
destroyed and we weren't 
able to do the whole thing, 
but it will be like putting a 
puzzle together and it’s 
thanks to Adele,” praised 
Harris. 

Now the group is talking to 
people with expertise in dry 
rock construction. Because it 
will be a town project it will 
go out to bid, and Harris con- 
curs that the likely cost is 
somewhere between $5,000 
and $10,000. 

“Our hope is to have some- 
body do it so that it will stand 
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the test of time,” continued 
Harris. 


The idea to raise the funds 
was initially sparked when a 
resident walked into town hall 
the day after it the pound was 
torn down and handed over a 
check for $500 specifically to 
help rebuild the pound. 

“We want the public to be 
aware that the pound is still 
with us, although it is in sev- 
eral pieces and it needs a 
rebirth,” said Harris. “We 
hope the citizens of 
Wilmington will support us in 


rebuilding our history.” 

The town will continue to 
fundraise throughout the 
summer with the hope to 
have the pound reconstructed 
in the autumn. Harris says 


that any donation would be 


gratefully accepted and 
“every dime will go into the 
construction of it.”

The Energy Savings 
Performance Contracting 
(ESPC) process, as set forth
